Applications for the program adopl-
ed by the executive committee of the
Confederate Memorial Assoelation, rela-
tive to the submitting of designs for
the Confederate Memorlal Institute, or

“Battle Abbey,' have come [rom every
section of the United States, from Can-
ado and from England. It seems per-
tain  that the committee will be en-
ahled to select from among the world's
greatest architects the firm which will
be employed to furnish the designs for
the Instilute.

A competition in the matter of plans
hag been arranged by the commitiee,
of which Lieutenant-Governor J, Tay-
lor Ellyson is chailrman, which has
been ppproved by the proper commit-
tee of the American Institute of Ar-
chitects, About 250 programs have
bean sent out, but no more will be sent
after o-day. .

By Octlober 15 those who desire to
compete for the cash prizes of from
300 1o $1,000, must notify the com-
mittee. When the architects selected
to compete are chosen, they will bhe
notifed to send their 'deslgns, with a
descriptlon to eagh of not mors than
1,600 words, to Mayor David C. Rich-
ardszon. This is to be done not later
than December 22 of this year.

The committee will take the designs
and examine them, the Mayor In thg
meantlme retalning the names of the
architects, In this way the commitice
will not know the author of any in-
dividual deslgn.. Pnizes will be award-
ed in thls manner,

It s expected that some design will
be finally adopted not later than Feb-
ruary 1, 1811, and that blds on the
actual constructlon can then be adver-
tised for.
